LONGER RACES POPULAR 

ATTEMPT TO BE MADE IN THE COMINGJ5EA- 
SON TO PROVIDE MORE OF THEM. 

Requirements of the Jockey Club Not Adhered To on 
New York Tracks Because of Scarcity of 
Horses Suitable for Such Races

Experience teaches that, year in and year oat, about forty i»er cent, of favorites win. There is somei 
variation from this mark, something less one year and something more another, but massing a number of 
consecutive years will bring about the result named. Iu 1914 the percentage fell below the normal mark, 
while in 1915 it was exactly attained. This does not include a number of minor tracks, but only those of 
importance in the public mind. Some of the tracks, Belmont Park for instance, annually have a high aver- 
age in this matter, while others, the admirably conducted Kentucky tracks, for another instance, generally 
are below the forty per cent. mark. These track peculiarities are worth consideration by students of rac- 
ing problems. The comparison for 1914 and 1915 is as follows:

“If there were more horses that would go a longer 
route there would be more races over long courses, 
but the sprinters must also be taken care of.” 

Such was the reply to a question about loug-dis- 
tauce racing put to Fred Rchberger, who has spent 
nearly all his life in a racing secretary’s office, 
being a protege of the late Mr. McIntyre. At the 
present time he is discharging the duties of secre- 
tary at Belnmnt Park. Saratoga, Aqueduct and 
Havre de Grace, consequently he should know 
whereof he speaks. 

The advisability of longer races has been a sub- 
ject of debate in around-tlie-stove arguments this 
winter in local racing circles. Not so much has it 
been discussed by horsemen as among the patrons 
of racing and the public generally. Taking the con- 
sensus of opinion, there is no question that both 
regular and transient race-goers favor long-distance 
racing. I'nfortunately few there are who realize 
the diffieulties that beset a secretary in providing 
races that will furnish contests of the right sort. 

*T would like to see more races over longer 
courses,” said Mr. Rehlierger; “in fact, the rules 
of the Jockey Club eall for more than we have, 
hut when there are not sufficient horses to create 
contests, what can be done? If we have poor cards, 
the public criticize, and if we don’t make races 
to suit every trainer there is criticism. It is a 
hard matter to please everybody. The rules call 
for only one race a day at less than a mile, for 
tliree-y ear-olds and over, after June 1. and the con- 
ditions are framed accordingly, hut when the race 
won’t fill we have to do the best we ean to make 
a race. We have the privilege of calling a race 
off and substituting new conditions, but we always 
try to fill a long race before declaring it off. 

“In the autumn and the winter months it is much 
easier to get fields together for the longer distances 
than it is in the spring, especially in this district, 
as the horses which begin racing here are hardly 
seasoned after a winter’s rest. Then, too, when 
all the tracks are running the horses are well di- 
vided. leaving comparatively few for each of the 
associations. There are not enough selling platers I 
around here to give even two races a day in the ! 
spring, and often it is difficult to fill one. I can 
till six sprinting races when sometimes I can’t fill 
one over a longer course. I would be glad to have 
longer races, and so would everyone else, I believe, 
for the public seems better satisfied with a long 
rue© as a spectacle. 

“The chances are we shall be a little better off 
this year than we. were last, as there will be more 
horses, and it may be possible to put on two races 
each day over a long course next spring. I sincerely 
hope so. though it must be borne in mind that sprint- 
ers must also lie taken care of. There is no reason 
why short races should Ik* curtailed to any extent 
just because there is a cry for races at longer dis- 
tances. You know there are some horses which will 
not go over a long route, hut have phenomenal speed 
over a short course. For instance, look at Dr. 
llashroiick. Correction. Domino. Key Del Carreres 
and the great Rosel>en. Had it not been for sprint 
races thery probably would not have l>een known. 
These are but a few instances of horses which 
never would have been able to go a long route with 
any degree of success. Every one was a grand thor- 
oughhred. but they were not built for long races 
any more than one athlete that can run well in a 
short race will not do over a twenty-mile route. 
We have to cater to all classes in horse racing, 
just as the secretary of an athletic association has 
to make a program for every variety of foot runner. 

•’Before the crusade of 1910 long races filled well, 
and we had plenty of long-distance racing, but the 
scarcity of licrses has created a change in conditions, 
and while we shall not be able to have the regula- 
tion number of long races this year on the local 
tracks. I feci assured we shall have more than we 
had last year. I think horsemen will have more 
ep|Kirt unities for long-distance horses as we go along, 
and in the autumn we probably shall have at least 
three races every day at the longer distance and 
rarely less than two. New Orleans can have four 
and five long races every day. and they provide 
good sport, because all the long-distance horses are 
practically in one s|*ot. We will have as many 
long-distance races in the east next year as the 
rules call for if there are horses enough lo fill them 
and create contests that will be satisfying to 
patrons of the sport.” 

If any man is going to get out of it all there is 
in horse racing it is Price McKinney, who, with his 
partner. James Corrigan, will race under the nom 
«U* course of the Wickliffe Stable. ‘‘If you don’t 
think Jimmy and 1 are going to win every raec we 
start in you should tie at Churchill Downs some 
night and bear us discussing our stable with W. C. 
Clancy who has in charge twenty as likely young- 

tfis iron would wish to SCO." Thus spoke Mr. 
McKinney recently when conversing with Phil J. 
Dwyer about his string of two-year-olds. 44 Wo had 
twenty-seven in the lot. but we gave seven of them 
to Harry Wallhauser and we may have given the 
liest one way. One can never tell, but I don’t think 
so. If one of the seven turns out good, so much ihe 
lsdter for Mr. Wallhauser. for there are no strings 
tied to the gift and I hope he will have success 
with thorn.” 

Mr. McKinney was asked if he had seen the two- 
year- ohl colt by Colin — Aoalot bought by Tom Welsh 
in England and said to he the star of all the young 
horses brought hero from abroad. “I have not seen 
him.” answered Mr. McKinney, “but 1 am like tin* 
man who had a good horse ami was telling his friend 
about him when the friend snapped in with an offer 
to hot $20 be had one that could beat him. I think 
I have one that ean beat him. no matter how good 
he is. Colin may have gotten a fine colt from 
Aealot. I hope he has and if he is anything like 
the lot we have at Churchill Downs his prospects 
have not been exaggerated.” 

According to the present schedule Clancy will 
have some of the Wickliffe youngsters ready for 
racing in Kentucky next spring, after which they 
will Ik* brought east to compete in t!»© stakes for 
which many imported horses have ls*en entered. 
There will be others of the home product in compe- 
tition which will give the world a line on the class 
of horses raised in Kentucky and other states as 
compared with those of noble lineage from the other 
side of the Atlantic.

disappointed. Steady sunshine l»eat down on the 
course today and the track superintendent and his 
crow succeeded in getting rid of the moisture. By 
nightfall the track was in good condition and. if 
it does not rain between now and tomorrow after- 
noon. the going will In* almost fast. 

The past week was the banner one of the meeting 
to date in every respect, as the horses which con- 
tested for tin* handicaps were of better quality, 
tin* better grade of selling platers were s<*en in sev- 
eral of the high-priced selling handicaps, and the at- 
tendance was above the average, despite the fact that 
on the first two days of the week the weather was 
colder here than it lias been in years. The way 
the people turned out for the racing on the cold 
days astonished even the officials of the Business 
Men’s Racing Association. 

One handicap of $700. five of $000 and a selling 
handicap worth $500 will be decided (luring the com- 
ing week. The $700 handicap will be run on Satur- 
day. as will one of the $000 handicaps, while 
Thursday will bo the only day that there will not 
be a $ooo purse on the program. On this day a 
selling handicap will be run. On Friday the handi- 
cap will be for three-year-olds, but the others will 
lie for three-year- olds and over. Long distance 
racing will again l>e a feature of the week. with 
Tuesday as the banner day. All six races on this 
day will he at a mile or more. 

I)ue to the consistency of Dick Williams, J. W. 
Schorr’s wonderfully improved tliree-y ear-old geld- 
ing. that turfman is leading the purse-winning own- 
ers by a comfortable margin. The son of Dick Fin- 
uell has won three races here, in one of them beat- 
ing a band of cheap selling platers and in the other 
two defeating handicap horses. To date the Schorr 
stable has won $3,195 in purses, with the Marrone 
Stable next with $2,345 to its credit . Those who 
have won $700 or over follow in the order named:

Jockey T. Koerner leads the riders with thirteen 
victories to his credit. J. McTaggart. M. Garner 
and J. Hanover each took a big bound towards the 
top during the past week by respectively winning 
half of 1 lie card on various days. Gainer is now 
tied with Lille.v for second place with eight wins. 
Kederis is next in line witli seven winners; Met- 
calf and Andress have six each: Mott. J. McTaggaT, 
Judy and Hanover each have five: Butwell. Warring- 
ton, Callahan and Van Dusen have all ridden four 



winners, while McDermott. Robinson and T. McTag- 
gart have each three to their credit. Thirty-four 
riders have won one or more races since the meeting 
began.

I STARRING AT NEW ORLEANS 



J. J. LILLIS REFORMS AND NOW IS BOTH A 
STAYER AND A SPRINTER. 

Kentucky Two-Year-Olds Begin to Show Good 
Form and Interrupt the Cochran Young- 
sters’ Winning Career. 



New Orleans, La., January 23. — Just as much a.- 
h© was noted at one time for his lack of game- 
uess, J. J. Lillis, the Marrone stable’s crack hv< - 
y ear-old gelding, which was the first horse to win 
three races in 1916, and also the first to touch 
two track records in the new year, is now noted 
for his gameness. It was not sueli a long time 
ago that this horse when challenged would quit, or 
at least try to unless he hail an unusually strong 
rider on him, but now be runs harder and better 
when closely pressed than at any other time. He 
demonstrated in the three races which he won at 
the Fair Grounds that he can either go to the 
front or come from behind and he left no doubt in 
the minds of horsemen and turfites in general here, 
that he is especially good at the latter when he 
wore down such sprinters as Bringhurst and Pan 
Zareta to defeat them at three-quarters. 

J. J. Lillis is a brown gelding by Bannockburn 
— Tootsy Mack anil be was bred by Barney 
Sehreiber, who was on hand to witness his excellent 
running at the Fair Grounds. Ilis dam is a half- 
sister to Katy of the West, which was the dam 
of the celebrated race horse llermis. and on the 
strength of his good breeding there is little doubt 
but that be has developed into a real good race 
horse. He was sold by Scbreiber at the same sal© 
at which the good racer Harry Shaw and Snifty 
Allen were disposed of, and he cost the Marrone 
stable $1,500. 

In the first thirteen days of racing at the Fair 
Grounds this winter h© started four times, finish- 
ing in front thriee, and third the other time. The 
only time he was beaten was on the opening day 
when the track was heavy, and such superior mull 
runners as Goldcrest Boy and Father Riley finished 
in front of him. In his next effort he led all the 
way over the mile route in 1:39 and at his next 
time out be set a new mark for a mil© over the 
Fair Ground track— 1:37%. Not satisfied with this, 
he came right back after that race and equalled 
the track record for three-quarters, 1 : 12 , ami es- 
tablished his reputation as a sprinter. Ilis last 
race told on him, however, as he spread his foot 
slightly, so trainer Wayland will have to let up 
on him for a while or run him in bar plates. 

The stamp of approval has been placed on the 
local racing by the populace here in grand stj Ic. 
For several days this week the temperature hovered 
around the freezing point, yet the attendance did 
not diminish enough to be noticeable and they 
were not all regulars either. The crowd in the 
main was made up of New' Orleans people, and 
the attendance on the cold (lays was a surprise to 
even the management. Coupled with the cold 
weather was the fact that the track was inuddy 
and the fields were made up of horses of cheap 
caliber, but the New Orleans people are racing 
inclined and nothing can stop them. 

The past week marked the first running off of 
the programs which called for an increase in the 
purses in the handicaps and certain other races, 
and, as was predicted, the class of horses contest 
ing for them was a big improvement over those 
racing earlier in the meeting. Several of Hi* 
larger stables here have had their best horses on 
the ailing list, especially those of J. W. Fuller. 
G. L. Blackford and the Nevada Stock Farm, but 
these horses are all rounding to now and it will 
not be long until they have regained their liest 
form. Each of these three stables has horses 
which can hold their own in any kind of company, 
hut tflieir owners and trainers are content to wait 
until they are absolutely fit before sending them 
to the post. 

Gifford A. Cochran’s two-year-ohls, which started 
out like they were going to clean up everything 
iu the juvenile division. Lave not done as well 
lately as they did in the first part of the meet- 
ing, although they have figured in some hard luck 
races in which they were beaten by the narrowest 
of margins. However, the good two-year-olds from 
Kentucky turfmen’s barns have been making 
their appearance with regularity in the recent 
“baby” races, and they have all shown to ad- 
vantage. The owners from tb© blue grass circuit 
have uncovered such good ones as Westy Hogan, 
which set a new track record for three eighths - 
35%: Mieo Girl, the first two-year-old to win two 
races at the Fair Grounds this winter, and Bedtime 
Stories, a Marta Santa — Dancing Wav© filly, that 
demonstrated in her first start that she is* a real 
runner. The latter is the most highly thought of 
of this trio, as she was forced to run a plienoinonal 
race in order to get up in time to win by a head 
over such a good one as Silver Sedge. In the first 
part of the meeting the eastern two-year-olds had 
things all their own way. hut of late the Kentucky 
youngsters have given them some hard battles. 

The riding colony here has been deprived of two 
of its stars, jwkey J. Butwell, who lias announced 
bis intention of riding no more this winter, and 
jockey T. McTaggart, who lias been on the sick 
list nearly all of the time since the opening day. 
Both riders found it difficult to keep down to :l com- 
fortable riding weight, ami Butwell finally gave 
up trying. McTaggart kept working away, “hir- 
ting the road” ami resorting to every other known 
means of reducing until he was taken ill. McTag- 
gart, however, is hack in the saddle again and uis 
rest seems to have bonotitted him. 1 1 < • rode in 
brilliant form on the few mounts he had here this 
winter, especially in the two-year-old races. 

There is such a large amount of good riding ma- 
terial here, however, that owners are having no 
complaint on this score and every rider who shows 
capability gets plenty of mounts. The services of 
Ted Koerner, who is leading the list of winning 
riders, are most in demand and owners who arc 
racing here are not the only ones who are after 
him. hut several turfmen who an* wintering their 
horses in the north are angling to land him for 
next spring. He rides equally as well in a sprint 
as a long route race, is ever alert at the post, and 
can finish with the best of them. 

Harry Shaw, who is connected in an official ca- 
pacity with the local racing association ami who is 
a native of this city, is again planning to stage 
an elaborate minstrel show, the talent to he selected 
from among the racing folks. From his early plans 
it will surpass both the famous minstrel shows given 
at Jacksonville, Fla., or Charleston, S. C. Willie 
Gerdos is assisting Shaw in his preparations and 
they are both busy picking out the talent. Shaw 
was the moving spirit of both the Jacksonville and 
Charleston shows, and press and public alike, com- 
plimented him in both cities over the excellent per 
foraaMi - . Many <»f the pcCT o pa who look part in 
these two shows will he seen in action again and it 
will be but a few days until rehearsals are under 
way. 

Thus far the officials have had to render only 
one ruling on account of a horse showing a form 
reversal, that being in the ease of the horse Gallop, 
which finished a beaten off last one (lav and won 
his next start. Example of their fairness in the 
matter was that Sam Louis had hid Gallop up 
$300 over his entered price before lie knew that 
the horse was suspended and they gave him his 
choice of withdrawing the bid or letting it stand. 
Naturally, after he found that the horse would be 
useless to him at this uicetiug, he withdrew.

WINNING TWO-YEAR-OLDS AT JUAREZ. 

Jockey Records for the First Forty Days of the 
Mexican Meeting. 

El Paso. Tex., January 23. — The winner of the 
first race for two-year-olds here this year proved to 
be the brown filly May W., a wadi -developed, good- 
looking new-comer, a daughter of Ben Trovato — 
Belle of Mayfield, which was bred by O. II. Chenault 
at Spendthrift Stud, Lexington, Ky., and sold by 
him last fall at the Latonia track to her preseut 
owner for $500. She is a half-sister to tbe stake 
winner Belle Terre and two other winners. May W. 
is entirely of English blood on the dam’s side and 
her fifth dam was the famous race mare Dulcibella. 
winner of the Cesarewiteh and other great races. 
Ben 'Trovato. May W.’s sire, was raced with much 
success by Carroll B. Reid, who still owns an in- 
terest in him, and in the latter’s colors he ran a 
mile in 1:37%, a mile and an eighth in 1:52 on two 
different occasions, and a mile and a quarter in 
2:04%. He is by Falsetto or Alvescot — Golden 
Rose, by Goldfinch, and richly and fashionably bred. 
May W. is the first of his get to race. 

At the first meeting at Juarez of 1909-1910 the 
inaugural two-year-old winner was Princess Indus- 
try. by Farandole — Work, owned by C. C. Van 
Meter, while in 1911 the first two-ycar-old race of 
the year fell to Royal Tea, by Right Royal — Tee- 
Ky-Tee, then owned by Sam Lazarus. In 1912 I. 
Striker’s Casanova, by Lithos — Apple Bloom, wou 
this race, and in 1913 the first winner of this sort 
from the Weir stable came in Aunt Mamie,, hv 
Uncle— Hazing. In 1914 the lucky first two-year- 
old winner of the meeting at Juarez was Silver 
Blossom, by Meelick — Dona lilainilton. owned b.v 
G. L. Blackford, while A. B. Spreckels’ Mona, by 
Puryear D. — Sevens, won the first two-ycar-ohl race 
of the season of 1915. 

Of these early two-year-old winners May W. 
Uv.ks like she will prove- the best, and at the close 
of the meeting here she will be shipped to Kentucky 
to make her first bid for stake honors. Bessauta, 
which ran second to May W. in the first two-year- 
old race of the meeting, also belongs to Weir, and 
raced like a smart filly. She cost her present 
owner $425 as a yearling and is b.v Marta Santa - 
Bessie Simpson. May W. ran three eighths in 34%, 
which is the record for this race, hut has twice 
been tied in it. first by Princess Industry in 1910 
and again by Silver Blossom in 1914. 

Just who Mr. Weir lias named his good filly for 
has not been announced, but some years ago there 
was on the turf a fast mare of this name which 
won no less than forty races. It is well enough to 
note in this connection that if this daughter of 
Ben Trovato can repeat the record of the first May 
W.. then her ow'ner has in her one of the greatest 
finds of his entire successful career as a trainer and 
turfman. 

There has possibly never been a winter season of 
racing in which so many good jockeys have been 
riding as have had had mounts at the present 
meeting. Up to and including the first forty days 
of the meeting, which was on January 11. no leis 
than sixty-nine riders, many of whom are of mere 
than average ability, have had mounts, and of this 
number forty have finished first in one or more 
races and eleven others have guided horses in the 
money, which leaves eighteen who have not, up to 
tliis date, succeeded in finishing first, second or 
third. In these first forty days the apprentice 
rider Hugh Shilling had the most winning mounts to 
his credit, his score standing twenty-six wins to 
nineteen to the credit of T. Henry, another appren- 
tice rider, but whose license will soon expire, where- 
as that of the youngest Shilling has nearly a year 
yet to run. 

The only rider that has hail iiis license revoked so 
far during the meeting is E. Hawkins, who was 
warned off the course b.v the stewards for using a 
battery' on one of his mounts. 

The table below gives a list of the jockeys riding 
here and their records during the first forty days 
of the meeting as noted above: 



TWENTY LEADING AMERICAN MONEY-WINNING STALLIONS OF 1915 



The sons and daughters of Broomstick lacked $4,656 of placing as much money won to his credit as 
they did in 1914, but of more importance is the fact that they won sufficient to give him the premiership 
tor the third year in succession. This is a distinction gained by no other sire in this country since Han- 
over headed the sire list for the four years of 1895, 1896, 1897 and 1898. Star Shoot was Broomstick’s 
closest competitor, just as he was in 1914, but the combined earnings of bis progeny also fell off, to such 
an extent that Broomstick’s excess of money was greater than it was in 1914. Ogden had some good rep- 
resentatives in the racing of 1915, the good colt. The Finn, doing him especial credit as tlx* leading money- 
winning three-year-old of the year. In consequence he finished third in the sire list and not far behind 
Star Shoot in the aggregate of money won b.v his progeny. In 1914 he had bi*en fourth to Peep o’Day’s 
third, but in 1915 the positions were reversed. Peep o’Day now finishing fourth, less than $ 2,000 in ad- 
vance of McGee, with Hastings next. The customary changes in the list of twenty leading stallions in- 
volved the admission of Fair Play, Plaudit, Rock Sand. Hamburg, Transvaal. Waterboy. Bryn Mawr and 
Celt as newcomers, and tbe corresponding exclusion of Ben Brush. Cesarion, Knight Errant. Peter Quince. 
Aeronaut, Ultimus, Voter and Woolsthorpe. Some of these will come back. The changes made the native- 
bred division of the twenty leaders fourteen in number to six foreign-bred. Hamburg’s return in the year 
of his death was due to the high-class racing of his son Borrow, and Rock Sand’s because the great war 
abroad enforced the retention of his American-bred youngsters in the land of their birth.

C. Hunt will also soon lost his ap- 
prenticeship. but Shilling’s does not run out umil 
next December. Another good apprentice rider 
here is E. Graves, who was picked up in the east 
hv I*. J. Miles, and his early work here suggests 
that he will develop into a real find; in fact, up 
to his recent suspension by the stewards for his 
failure to keep Choctaw straight in a recent win- 
ning race, his record to that date showed he had 
won fifty per-cent, of his mounts here and up to 
that time only one of his mounts had run unplaced 
under him. 

It was hero last winter that M. Garner fir<t 
showed high ability as a rider, but, good as was the 
record he made during the racing season of 1915.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

At Yuma, Arizona. Saturday, Mayor Charles C. 
Moore died of heart failure, ascribed to excitement, 
and the whole city was thrown into panic as 
a result of the flooding of Yuma, due to the break- 
ing of the reclamation service levee along the Colo- 
rado river. While the torrent was lacing through 
the city United Stales soldiers were rushed out to 
help restore order. The current in the main street 
was four feet deep. It was deeper iu the older 
buildings, including 100 houses. The levee broke 
south of Yuma and released a wall of water upon 
the valley. Another levee on the California side of 
the river also broke and threatened great damage 
to the irrigation project there. Communication 
with the Imperial Valley of California is cut off. so 
it is impossible to learn what damage has been 
done in that region. The flood put out of commission 
tin* utilities plants at Yuma, leaving the stricken 
population without drinking water, gas or electr’c- 
itv. Company D.. Twelfth United States Infantry, 
commanded by Acting Captain Sampson, is patrolling 
the city. Most of the people were taken to the

Commenting on the report of the British vice 
admiral. It. H. S. Bacon, regarding the naval opera- 
tions off the Belgian coast last summer and au- 
tumn, as given out by a British news agency, the 
Berlin newspapers declare among other things that 
contrary to the report little damage was done 
and only one soldier was killed* and six were 
wounded. 

The German and French governments, says the 
Overseas News Agency of Berlin, have agreed to set 
free eivil prisoners in both countries who are not 
subject to military service. Under this agreement 
all men younger than 17 years and over 55 will 
be released and sent home, also all other men unfit 
for military duties, and all women. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung proposes that Germany 
negotiate a separate peace with Belgium, and adds 
that the Belgians probably will look with favor 
upon a peace offer. At present Chancellor von Betli- 
lnann-llollweg considers Belgium only as an article 
of exchange for territory seized by the allies, said 
the Zeitung. 

The Manchester Courier, established in 1825. one 
of the oldest conservative daily newspapers in the 
English provinces, has fallen a victim to the war 
and announces its approaching suspension, “owing 
to the rapid rise in the price of paper.” Lord 
Northcliffe bought the paper in 1904, but recently 
gave it up. 

From five to twenty persons were killed early Sat- 
urday when a snowslide swept two coaches from 
the rear end of the Spokane Owl train No. 25 of 
the Great Northern railroad down the mountain side 
into a ravine 300 feet below at Corea. Wash, forty 
miles from Leavenworth. Five Ixidies have been 
recovered. 

A decree was issued Sunday by the Austrian 
government extending the military age limit from 5n 
to 55 years. The new levies above 50 years will 
be employed for garrison and other like services. 
These men will serve for six weeks continuously 
ami then be furloughed for one or two months. 

Censorship, as practised by the French govern- 
ment, was severely criticised by various speakers 
in the chamber of deputies. No conclusion, however, 
was reached, the debate, at the request of Premier 
Briand. being postponed until next Tuesday. 

In order to permit freer movements of provision 
trains into Petrograd and relieve the shortage of 
necessities, passenger traffic between Petrograd :iml 
Moscow has l>een suspended except one train daily 
for one week. 



SANFORD STRING TO TRAIN IN SOUTH. 



New York, January 23. — It is the evident inten- 
tion of John Sanford to make an early racing start 
this season. Phil T. Chinn, who has just returned 
to New York from Charleston, reports that prepara- 
tion was being made at the Palmetto Park race 
course when he left there for the reception of 
twehty -seven of the Sanford horses. Tbev will be 
fitted lor the season’s racing by Preston Burch and 
Holly Ilnghes. 

Late last fall it was announced that Mr. San- 
ford would winter his horses a; Palmetto Park, but 
there was a change of plans and they were shipped 
back to the Ilurrlcaua Farm at Amsterdam, N. Y. 
In the band that will be taken to Charleston will Ik* 
several imported horses and the Sanford colors will 
be shown at an earlier date than ever before iu tin* 
history of tbe stable. 

Mr. Chinn reported that a considerable number 
of horses are in training at Charleston, most of 
them well advanced. The English horses that 
Walter B. Jennings is fitting for A. K. Macomber, 
he said, “are an impressive band and the S. A. 
Clop ton string is also coming along well.”
